At the coinmencenient of i\\c his- 
tory the two globes were quite close ; 
, -iheyj'Wero revolving rnpidh;' and the 
'vinoon^tis^ constantly over the same 
.locaiijy or'tho'- earth from which the 
moon had been detached. N'o doubt 
it was somewhere near the oqiiator, 
but (ht^ distinction of land and water 
had not tliPn arisen. .Ainiind the 
jainieval eartii the moon revolved in 
three hours. JThis state of thing form- 
ed what is known an unstable dynami- 
cal equilibrium, it could not last, 
luther the moon must fall back again 
on the earth, and he reabsorbed into 
its nms.s, or thn moon must commence 
to move away from the earth. Which 
of these two courses was the moon to 
take? The fact that the moon exists 
RhowH tliat it did not return to earth.biU 
that the moon adopted the othereourse, 
anil comiupnccil its outward journey. 
Ak the moon recctlcs, the ]if'riod wliicli 
it ri'quire.s for a journey round tl.» 
earth increases also. Initially that per- 
iod was hut three Jiours, and it was in- 
creased until our present month of 
GnG hours. 'Che rotation of tho earth_ 
has iieen modified by tho retreat of the 
moon. Directly the moon began to re- 
treat the earth was no longer under 
any oViiigation to keep the same face 
thereto. When the moon was at a 
certain distance the earth made two 
rotations for every revohition that the 
moon made. Still the moon got fur- 
ther and further away, until the eartli 
performed three, four, and more rota- 
tions for each of tho moon's revolution.?. 
Do not infer that the rate of the 
earth's rotation was increasing; the 
contrary is the fact. The earth's rota- 
tioD-iWW getting slowci', and so was 
thatiofjithelinopn j but the retardation 
of the moon was much greater than 
that of the earth. Even though the 
rotation of the earth was much more 
than tho primitive three hours yet that 
of the moon had increased to seven 
times the rotation of the earth. The 
moon receded still further and fui'tbor, 
and at length a noticeable epoch was 
reached to which I roust call attention. 
At that epoch the moon was so far out 
that its revolution took twenty-nine 
times as long as the rotation of tho 
earth. The month was than twenty- 
nine times the day. The duration of 
the day was le.w than then present 
tjve,Dtyjhours, but .1 do not believe it 
wdis Very much less. The time wo are 
speaking of is not very remote, perhaps 
only a very few million years ago. 
The month was then in the zenith of 
its glory. The month was never 
twenty-nine limes as long as the day 
before. Tt has never hecn twenty- 
nine times as long as the day 
.since. It will never twenty-nine 
limes as long as the day again. 
It ha.s never been twenty-nine time.s 
as long as the day since. It will never 
be twenty-nine times as long as the day 
again. IlesHming our history we (ind 
the moon still continuing to I'ovolve in 
au ever-widening circle, the length of 
the month and of the day liolii increas 
ing. The ratio of the day to the month 
was still vuidergoing change. When 
the moon was a little furthci- off the 
earth only revolved twenty-eight times 
instead of twenly-iiine times in one 
revolution of the moon. .Siill tlie 
velocity of the earth ahalcs until ii only 
makes twenty-seven revolutions in one 
revolution of the moon. This is an 
epoch of spocjal interest, for it is the 
present time. In tho present order of 
- things the moon revolves round the 
'earth once while the earth rotates L'T 
t'mes. This has remained ^.ensibly 
true for thousands of years, and no 
iloubt will remain sensildy true for 
thousands of years to come but it w i 1 
not remain true indefinitely. Wonder 
ous as are the changes which have 
occurred in times past, not less wonder 
ous are the changes wliich are to occur 
in the time to come. The tides have 
guided our gropings into the past j they 
will continue to guide our researches 
to make a forecast of the future. 
Further and further will the moon 
retreat, and more and more slowly will 
the earth revolve. But we shall not 
pause at intorveiung stages ; we shall 
try to sketch the ultimate type to which 
our system bcnd.s. lu the dim future, 
many millions of years distant, tho fin- 
al stage will he approached. As this 
atagc draws uigh, the rotation of tho 
eavtk will again ap|>roaob to equality 
wi'-h the revolution of the moon, l-'rom 
the present month of 27 days we shall 
pass to a month of -C days, of '-'o day.-;, 
und so on, nulil eventualjy we shall 
reach a month of two days, and lasitlya 
month of one day. , ^. When this state 
baa heen altQined (he ''enrtb will coii- 
fj^tiy : turn, the samq region towards 
tteo moop. '^jj f^qjjot know whatsis the 
■locBlifcy on .the earth .wlq.qKia^eftined 
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for this distinction. Here you see that 
the first state and the last state of the 
eart|i-inoon I history a're in oneii: mnse 
identical. ; In each case the Same face 
of the earth is con.stantly directed to- 
ward the moon. In another way, how 
ditTercntare the first .stage and the 
last / But in the beginning the dayand 
the month were both equal, and they 
were each three hours. At the end 
the day and th6 month will be again 
equal, but they will each be 1,100 
hours. The moon will then go round 
the earth in 1,400 hours, wliile the 
earth will rotate on its a.xis in the 
same time. In other words, the day 
isttlqatihed^ini^tl^^^ future 
to 'bMome WlongWiPZsiOr our days.: 
This epocli will assuredly come if the 
universe lasts long enough. Then it 
will endure for countless ages. It 
would endure for c\ er if the earth and 
moon could be isolated from all e.xtert 
na 1 interference. — •I'rom^oj, lecture|vtlc- 
livered at;the3AIidland:jh.stiUUe, JBi^n»^ 
ingham, by Professor Robert S. Hall, 
I, I, I)..

of cheek and presumption for non jiro- 
fesaional men to question his ligures. 
But there is nothing this government 
is not capable of attempting. 'I'iiey 
^eeni to possos.s an intimate knowletlge 
of cverv other man's duties save those 
they tliem.selvcs were api)ointed to (lis- 
charge. Hence, while burning their 
llnger.s in other people's porridge they 
have sufl'ored important provincial mat- 
ters to fall into disrepute and caused 
a feeling of alarm and distrust to per- 
vade every mind. \A'e have now to 
call tlie serious attention of the ceiiii- 
try to the resident engineer's estimate.

Isn't that a dainty dish to set before 
the people at the general election / .X 
dock that was to have cost the pro 
vince nothing is now known to require 
at kaat $257,30'! 91 of provincial mon- 
ey to complete. And thi.s sum, he it 
borne in rnind, is not inclusive of 
rhe 13,000 and odd dollar.s which 
Rkkd Bitos. claim on cofferdam ac- 
count, and which, if allowed, will swell 
the e.xcess to more than ^800,000 .'

After reporting to the house Mr. Suiilhe 
moved the auspcnsion of standing orderaso 
as to fifo into committee of the wholee. 

Dv. .\sh tlioiiglil that tho lioii.so oughi 
to have inuro iinformalioii from the gov- 
ernment as he was quite at a loss to uii- 
ileisliuul how the house could grant pri- 
vileges almo.st identical to two companies. 
There could be no question of buna jiiU s 
with regard to this bill, but another bill 
tiad nearly passed through committee of 
the whole similar to this ono. He assert- 
ed that this bill ought tohavobcon a pub- 
lic one aiul quoted his authority from 
"May" for the contention. .\ largo pop- 
ulation of Vancouver [aland w.as interest- 
ed ih this hill and therefore it ought to be 
considered an a public bill. Roferoiice 
was made to tho syiulicalo bill in tho com- 
mons and this he considered to be identi- 
cal with tliat one. Ho again wanted to 
know liow provincial relations with 
the Pomlnion would be afl'ected. Ho 
was not sure but that all claims against 
the Dominion governinenl would bo cnn- 
colled by the pa.ssage of this bill. He 
would a.ssist the government in passing 
lh>8 bill as he was entirely in favor of it; 
but ho and tlic houao wanted more light 
in these matters. He hud a right to ask 
for a clear and distinct explanation on 
those important ])articnlars. i 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that tliohon. \ 
gentleman had had every explanation on ; 
a former occasion. The provi.-uons of the : 
bill are wholly proHpeolive and will havi- i 
to bo dealt with l)y further legislation, j 
Whatever may ho done will therefere be I 
null and void unless agreed to by future ! 
legislatures. It was esBontially a future | 
bill and would have to be dealt with in I 
tho future, llv. would like to see thi.s I 
measure become law ho that tho province i 
might have two strings to it.i bow. No- 1 
thing was sought for this session. The 
company miglit have .sought incorporation 
under the statute for that purpose, but 
they preferred to get, incor|)orated under 
:i special act. He .saw no cliHiciitty in the 
matter. 

Mr. Ash remarked that the attorney- 
general had not answered his question 
with reference to the relations between 
the province and tho Dominion. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thought this 
would have les.s iiiliuence in thai respect 
than the former one. .\s the matter was 
wholly prospeeiivc ho could not see thai 
it would have any ed'cct ^whatever upon 
the relations between the province anrl 
the Dominion. 

Mr. Williams would favor no liill ihut 
meant nothing. 'I'ho promoters might 
build the road or they might not. fie 
would certainly oppose tho suspension (if 
the standing orders under such -circum- 
«t,ances. 

Mr. Smithc remarked that the bill in 
question migiit bo considered a juiblic 
l)ill; but so far .ns the names were con- 
corned seeking incorporation it was strict- 
ly speaking a private ijue. He gave in- 
.stancos in which ^siuiilar Uilla had been 
takcnin hand as public ones. IMr. Williams 
ought not to oppose the .standing orders 
as the other bill was piusscd in a similar 
manner. In that ca.se it would certainly be a 
•' dog in tho manger one." 

Mr. Williams would oppusu every clan.ie 
of tho bill unless the promoters would 
agree to commonco work at a certain time 
and carry it on to completion. He wa.« 
not satisfied with any such bill. 

The bill was now committed, witJi Mr. 
Hennott in ilio chair. 

Mr. Ash considered that now was the 
lime to discu.ss tho bill. He wanted to 
know why this ineorporation could not be 
done in the ordinary way w;ithout coming 
before the Houso at all. 

Mr. Kinithc stated that the reason ilie 
promoters came before the House was be- 
eause it was a railway bill ami it wm al- 
ways customary to procure those act.s of 
incorporation from the legialature. 

.Mr. Aslnvould like to ask if this bill 
would in any away aflect the claims of the 
(irovinco for compensation. It was tlie 
duty of the attorney -general to give in- 
fonnalion to the committee in (his mat- 
ter. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeui could not give nmie 
iuformation than had been given. Ho 
did not think it would have any elleet 
whatever in this paiticiilar. No harm 
could como of it as future legislators 
'Would have to dent with the matter. He 
would advise a suspending clause at the 
end of the bill. 

Mr. -Ash would bo satisfied if a sus- 
pending clause was inserted so that it 
might not ijo into operation till a certain 
amount had buen deposited. The bill 
might then pass. 



Mr. Williams would also withdraw his 
opposition if that were done. 

INIr. Smithe thought it Wijuld be quite 
time enough to demand such abomlwIiLn 
the lands were turned over to the compa- 
ny. All they sought .it present was in- 
corporation. 

Mr. Williams wanted sumo security 
that the road would be built. 

Hon. IMr. Beaven thought the bill was 
merely an act of incorporation and it 
would bo time enough to demand security 
next session of tho legislature. A sus- 
pending clause would meet all tho dilli- 
culty. 

Mr. Williams considered that the p-as- 
sago of this bill would kill tho other one. 
He beliovod that if this bill wore thrown 
out tho road will be built under the other 
one. 

Mr. Wilson pointed out liiat tliete was 
some danger of one ctnipany drawing out 
for the consideration of perliaps $250,000 
or more. 

^^r. Smithc did not think either com- 
pany would be so easily bought t'll'. 'I'he 
former compajiy would be more likely to 
bo bought out than this one. He would 
bo pleased to lind that all his fears with 
reference to the Clements bill are un- 
founded, and that they were able to carry 
out their obligations. 

Mr, AVilliams remarked that the Clem- 
ents company organized long before the 
Dunsmuir company were in the fiehi. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys could see no 
reason why the bill before tlio Houao 
should not pass. The House had nothing 
to do with ono or tho other selling out; 
in fact it cmild not prevent such a con- 
tingency. The main object was to get 
tho road built by one of tho companies. 
Passing this bill would • strengthen the 
hands of tiio legislature. 

Mr. Williams moved that the commit- 
tee rise and report progress and ask leave 
to sit again, as a gentleman connected 
with the otiier bill wonld arrive on Tiie.s- 
day. (No, no). 

Lost on a division. 

Mr. Helgcsen did not .see wlial tlie 
House or tho country could gain by the 
passage of this bill. He fully believcil 
that if this bill were pa.ssed the Dominion 
government would disallow the Clements 
bill and the result wonld be no railroad.

Motion lost on a division — 10 to fl. 

Preamble then passed. 

On clause 1, Mr. Williams wanted to 
know if all tlie names were genuine. Had 
any gentleman present the power of at- 
torney to give them ? 

Mr. Smitho remarked that this matter 
could not bo dealt with now. The bill 
had passed through the private bills com- 
mittee and that committee were satisfied 
as to the genuineness of those names. 
The hon. gentleman was a member of that 
committee and should have seen the au- 
thority. 

Mr. Drummond moved that the bill bo 
referred back to the private bills commit- 
tee. 

Seconded hy .Mr. Williams. 

Mr. Smitlie inffu'iiied tliecomiuitteethal 
the molion was out of order and it was ho 
ruled by the chairman. 

It was again moved by Mr. Williams 
that the committee rise, report, and sit 
agtiin. He contended that if both bills 
are pas.sed the whole thing would be turn- 
ed into a gainbli"g affair between the two 
companies. Former arguments against 
the bill were repeateil. 

Mr. Urummond wished to urge his ob- 
jective [joint, but took his sent without 
tloing so.

No, no, from Air. Williams, He could 1 
see no use in going on witli the bill till idl | 
the ii'iwers of lUtoruey had been e,xauiiii- 
ed. 

Hon. .Mr. Humphreys could not see the 
force of any objection that had been of- 
fered. 

Mr. j\lcf Jillivray wished tlie conuniltee 
lo go on with the bill and gel through 
with it in order to get on with other busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Smiths hero fuini.shed the autli u-i- 
iy for inserting all the names in the '.rat 
clause of tho bill, with tho e.'cceptioi, 
Mr. 11. Duiisiiuiir's, which was considoro 
perfectly satisfactory by the chairman. 

Mr. Drummond objected to the bill be- 
cause the word " Comox " was not insert- 
ed in the 1st clause as well as in the pre- 
amble. (Laughter). 

Mr. .-Vsli thought the bill might just as 
well come in ne.tt session of tho legisla- 
I lire as now. 

Hon. My. \^'alkcln C'liisidored it advis- 
able to pass the clause under discussion.

Mr. Ash cared nothing about the 
amendment proposed, but he wanted to 
know how the passajje of the bill would 
aflect the i]ue3tion of com[)en3ation. He 
thuji reviewed (he ac(ion i>f the Dominion 



government on tho question of tlie Island 

railway from 187-1 to the present time. 
When the Dominion jiarliament camo to 
h«ar that this legislature had taken the 
question of Dominion public lands into 
its bauds it would be made a pretext for 
refusing compensation to this province 
fo. all past delays. 

Mr. Armstrong thought it was throw- 
ing a stumbling block in the way of the 
the first c unpany to pass this bill. 
He then compared the advantages to the 
province of the two companies and camo 
to the ciniclusion that passing this bill 
would certainly kill the other which was 
considered on all hands to he tho more 
preferable one. He was sure that a bonus 
of 5*750,000 if oflcrod by tho Dominion 
government as compensation for all do- 
lays would pass this Hoii.se. The proper 
thing for tlie House to do was to throw 
out this bill, but at any rate li would bo 
bolter to lay it over for a day or two and 
tho business of the country would bo 
facilitated. In another year ho believed 
that the province wonld get a bonus for 
the privilege of liuildiug this raihv.aj-. 
(Hear, hear.) He would move that the 
committee rise, re|iort and sit again. 

Hon. Mr. l!eavi-n could not see why 
the bill should not he pa.sscd througli 
committee with a sueipouding clause an- 
nexed to iirevent it from coming into 
o])cration till a certain time. The hands 
of the legislature would bo tied if this act 
of incoriioriition were not pas.ied and 
tho Dominion (government wo^ld* bring 
this against tho province in future action 
on this que&tion. 

Mr. Bmitho coincided with all that luid 
been said by the minister of finance. The 
object ii'ins of the member for Como.x 
would hold more with regard to the other 
bill than to this. It this bill wore re- 
jected tho Dominion government and tho 
people of C.inada would have good reason 
to say that tho pcoplo of British Colum- 
bia were unreasonable. Ho would call 
tho attention of the chairman to tho fact 
that clause run; was under consideration 
and not the preamble and that the debate 
should be confined to that clauso. 

Mr. Gallagher would be sorry to do 
anything against the buildingof this road, 
but he thought it would bo wrong to jMit 
these companies oil the same footing. It 
would be time enough next year for tho 
promoters of this bill to preseni it to the 
legislature. 

Mr. Armstrong considered that the 
House had good grounds for opposing 
this bill from tho fact that tho company 
would not, according to the best informa- 
tion before the House, build the rond 
without a bonus from the Dominion griv 
eminent. 

Mr. Williams again repeated his objec- 
tions with varhitions. 

Mr. Galbraith suggested that an am 
endment be made to ri.se and take up the 
bill again first thing on Wednesday inorii- 
iiig. He would move to that effect. 

Air. Mara enquired when the House 
was to bo prorogued. 

Hon. i\Ir. Walkem— No arrangements 
have yet been made about prorogation. 

Mr. Ash wished to know if tho govern* 
ment had received any iuformation from 
the Dominion government as to their 
wishes with regard to the bill now before 
the House, and if so the House should bo 
ill possession of it. His own opinion was 
with regard to the former bill that it 
had been carried through with the express 
purpose of selling the franchise so ob- 
tained. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem was sorry iliat so 
much opposition had been given to this 
bill which w.as only one of incorporation. 
Mr.DoCosmos telegram was contradictory 
in some respects .as ho whshed the Duns- 
muir bill to pass. There could be no 
grounds for fear in this matter unless tho 
members of the next legialature wero in- 
ferior to hon. geutlenien now present and 
could be easily b. night. Perhaps it would 
be as well to ilcfer fiuihcr considei-.itoii 
till Tuesday.

Mr. Mara did not think it right fur a 
man to purchase land ami then by pros- 
pcctiiig|m.ako it valuable by finding coal 
upon it to have it put up at auction and 
sold to the highest bidder. 

Hon. Mr. licavcu thought something 
should bo done in that direction. Some- 
thing should bo done to enable peoplo to 
acquire coal lands. 

iMr. Walkem spoke to his amendment 
showing that ■ unle s Crown grant.s wero 
improved that they should bo mado gov- 
ernniciit waste lands, and drew attention 
to the way in which land was held in 
NVashington Territory. 

Mr. Galbraith .said land was so v.^luablo 
on tiie other side that if a settler did not 
comply with the laud act his neighbors 
watched him and iu.scrtod a notice of 
claim that he had not complied witli the 
act and his record wa- liable to cancella- 
tion.

To Tin: EniTOii; — 1 notice an article 
in T/if Weeldii Coh>ii.-<t of tho 18th 
inst. headed "Indians." ft refers to 
tlie needy condition of many of tho 
tribes in the interior of Briti.sli Colum- 
bia and recoinmentis that some mea 
suros bo taken to look after their wants 
by supplying thorn with seed potatoes, 
etc., in order to keep them from sufier- 
ing tiiR pangs of dire star\ ation. The 
article is to the point as far as it goe.s; 
but here, however, seed potatoes, etc., 
would be of little avail e.xcept to eat, 
for the natives have no land to plank 
them in. There are about two hund- 
red Indians huddled together on a re- 
serve at this place, but not over 12 
acres of the land are fit for the produc- 
tion of potatoes or any other crops. 
The Soda Creek and Alkali Lake In- 
diaus are in little, if any, better con- 
dition. Last summer the reserve com 
raisRionor donated the latter tribe a 
considorable lot of land: but this in its 
present condition is utterly usole.ss for 
the purpose of raising crops, being 
without water to irrigate the same. 
Tilt) Indians say tho commissioner pro- 
mised them he would 'ibauso white men 
to be .sent to ilirect and assist them in 
getting water from a certain pond near 
said reservation; but tliis promise, if 
niatle, has not been fullilled, so tliis 
now l esorve, for the ensuing year at 
least., will not be of any value what- 
cTor. Moreover, tlie pond, I am told, 
will not furnish water, except in. very 
wet seasons; just the seasonar when i 
irrigation is not needed, for in dry j 
sutnmor.s the pond dries up too. I am 
well iiwnrc there is no available land i 
adjacent to the old reserves of the three j 
tribe? already mentioned, without pur- 
chasing tho same from white settlers or j 
otherwise interfering wifch sonii one's J 
vestetl righl-s. The original title of the j 
Indian.s of British Columbia has never 
been extinguished, yet I am told they | 
will not be permitted to preempt or | 
cultivate any jiortion of the domain 
outside the reserve. Tiii.s is truly in- 
justice for there are many places where 
an Indian family could make a comfor- 
table living too small for a white 
family. Tlic cour.se pursued at ])resent 
towards the fndians cannot bo too 
highly approved of if t.lie object be to 
lower instead of elevating them in the 
acale of civilization. They Rro cer- 
tainly unable to live munli longer on 
the promises of wliito "Tyees" with 
nothing more substantial. Truly the 
Hysteni is admirably calculated to force 
them to become thieves, robbers and 
murderers.
